1 . Ah examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 21 and 22 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-20 were canceled in a previous amendment submitted by applicant on 

9/26/2003; 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claim 23, 
applicant has claimed a method of treating a plurality of biological samples comprised of 
the following steps: placing the sample and solid support in a sample well within a 
container having an array of wells, loading the sample container onto a centrifuge rotor, 
dispensing a solution into each well of the plurality of wells either before or after placing 
the container in the centrifuge, spinning the centrifuge at a first speed, and then 
spinning the centrifuge at a second speed higher than the first speed to force the 
sample from the bottom of the sample well up and out of the well and across a bridge. 
The bridge is functionally connected to a drain tube which is functionally connected to a 
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collection well in a collection container. The Examiner did not find prior art that taught 
or suggested the use of such a bridge feature in centrifuging and collecting samples 
from a multiwell container. The Examiner considers the previously cited reference 
"Kedar" to be the closest prior art. Kedar teaches the transfer of liquid materials from a 
well using centrifugation, but does not teach the use of a bridge that is connected to a 
drain tube and collection container.
